Then take tl)e circula- 
tory system, and we find smokers subject to 
palpitation of the heart, and far less able to 
bear up against extremes of cold and heat than 
they were before making use ot tobacco, The 
use of tobacco is apt to cause relaxation of the 
muscles of the back of the mouth, and dusty 
discoloration of the fauces, with hoarseness from 
congestion of the vocal cords. The overwhelm- 
ing majority of cases of cancer of the lip are 
found iu men who smoke, and cancer of the 
tongue has often been said to be caused by tho 
irritation of the fumes of the pipe or cigar. 
Great smokers lose, to a great extent, their vi- 
vapity,». p., they are legs, vjtal than they used 
to be, am} Ipss easily rnqved. b,y slight 
ttirfmtt 


which might prove pleasuteabie tp npnrsn)ok- 
ers. 
They are notoriously dyspeptic. I need 


hardly refer, indeed, to such a well-known fact. 
They are subject to constipation and >na!ai>>e; 
and when deprived of their stimulus are more 
miserable, perhaps, than even drinkers. I must 
take the liberty to protest against a custom 
which has been inveighed against by Brodie, 
Copland, Critchett, Guerin, Mantegazza, Caco- 
pardo, and numerous beads of uiypiofession in 
all countries.

t ^^ COLLEGE. , 


We have lon« known.that Lafayette Col- 


lege, located at Eastou, Pa., within forty miles 
ride of Somerville by rail, was making giant 
strides towards pre-eminence among 
the 


younger colleges of our land. Aud we have 
been the more interested, perhaps, in observ- 
ing this sudden development, by reason of hav- 
ing spent many years not within, but within 
sight of its walls, and knowing (hat Nature 
aud Art have combined to make the spot 
worthy of as great a seat of learning as was 
Athens itself. Princeton has its growth, aud, 
being Jerseytnen, we must not decry it. Kut- 
gers has a growth, although it possesses too in- 
adequate funds to cope with other colleges 
which have a stronger denominational backing. 
Yet neither these, nor, indeed, any institution 
of learning in the whole country, has made the 
powerful advance which Lafayette has during 
the past fifteen years of its existence. 
In tact, 


its growth in that time is, wlthoutdoubt greater 
that that of any other college iu twice that 
period. 


This is saying much, but we have the proof. 


A small pamphlet lies before us, prepared by 
Professor William B. Owen, Professor of An- 
cient Languages In Lafayette, at the request ot 
the United States Bureau of Education. It aims 
to give a succinct histoiy of the college, with 
its present organization, courses of study, etc.; 
in fact, it is a record of the Centennial year. 
This pamphlet is of interest to every friend of 
education. 
In simple language—and Profes- 


sor Owen is a model of perspicuity—it tells of 
the college's past and piesent, and also of its 
future outlook. It furnishes convincing proof, 
we think—and this is the point of our article— 
that the parent who proposes to eschew Rut- 
gers and Princeton, and will send his son out 
of New Jersey, need not and should not send 
to New York or New England; tor, if he does, 
he will be like the man who went far and fared 
worse. 


A word as to the history of Lafajetle, aud 


another as to its special advantages. 


Its history is comparatively a. brief one. 


Fifty years ago it was proposed to organize a 
sort of military school combined with a college 
of learning, and a charter was obtained upon 
that basis. But not until 1832, eight years 
after the plans were first devised, was a Presi- 
dent inducted into office, and the institution 
became an assured fact. The first President 
was Dr. George M. Junkiu, a leading Presby- 
terian divine, well known in that subsequent 
gieat controversy which split the Presbyterian 
Church. May 0, 1832, the college opened with 
forty-three students. It was-held in a hired 
building upon a farm. The next year the 
present magnificent site was selected for a per- 
manent home; as tine a natural position as 
there is in the country, if not In the world. 
As Professor Owen says : 


' All the variety of the varied and pictur- 


esque scenery which has made the ' Forks of 
the Delaware ' celebrated fat aud wide, lies be- 
tween this little mount, and can be taken in 
with a single sweep of the eye. 
At its foot the 


Bushkill winds; on the south and west the Le- 
high, whoso course may be traced by the steam 
ot locomotives and the smoke of furnaces that 
line its banks ; on the east, the Delaware sweep- 
ing its broad current southward, across the 
city, three miles away, are the Musronelcong 
Hills, stretching off eastward into New Jersey 
as far as the eye can see. 
On the north, half 


a mile away, is Chestnut Hill, beyond which 
and from whose top facing noithward, one 
may overlook a broad aud beautiful valley, 
bounded by the Blue Mountains, the even line 
of whose summit is broken in three places; 
Justin front of the beholder Iho ' Wind Gap,' 
twelve miles -away in a direct line; on the 
right hand ' Delaware Water Gap,' twenty 
miles away; on the lelt,' Lehigh Gap,' twenty- 
five miles away." 


The faculty, when organized, consisted of 


just four. Of course, it was soon increased, 
and it has since carried such honorable names, 
not now connected with it, as Rev. J. C. Moll'at, 
D. D., and Rev. Wm. Henry Green, D. D. 
(both at present of Princeton); Hon. Washing- 
ton McCartney, a marvel ol learning, who 
thoroughly mastered seventeen languages ; Dr. 
Coffin, widely known as au astronomer, and 
other similar men. 


But, skipping the detailed history, we como 


to the fact thai in 1803, under the effects of the 
war and other depressing causes the college 
affairs wereat the lowest ebb. It was even con- 
sidered to " suspend operations under increasing 
embarrassments." But there were then tlnee 
brave, true men at their post,—Professor 
March, Dr. Cottin, and Dr. Lyman Coleman. 
They would not deseit the ship. They agreed 
to stand by the college another year if they re- 
ceived no compensation ! 
And then it was 


that Providence sent to the aid of these sturdy 
pilots a captain exactly fitted to the task before 
him. 
Dr. Cattrll left his chinch in Hanisburg 


aud came to Easton on a venture; but oh ! 
what a bow he drew, and how straight were 
his arrows and aim 1 Ifone man ever did aught 
by persistent effort, by inflexible purpose, by a 
clear head and Chustian heart, that man was 
Dr. Cattell. He took hold of (.he college. 
He 


lifted it from its depths, he put it on its feet, 
he made it great—that is the substance of the 
college's subsequent history. From 39 students 
in 1883 he has brought His number np to 335 
in 1876; from ninu members of the faculty he 
has enlarged it to 28; and, what is most mar- 
velous of all, from no endowment at all, or but 
$1251,000, counting buildings and all. he has 
raised it, counting in its new building, to near- 
ly $1,000,000. 


The present advantages of the college are 


manifest. Its professors are men, many of 
whom are of great learning, and all of whom 
know how to teach. It is one of Dr. Cattell's 
fortes, so to speak, to gather about him fine 
teachers, 
Professor March, one of the leading 


philologists of the ago ; Dr. Lyman Coleraan, 
Professor of Latin and Biblical Geography; 
Dr. T. C. Porter, Professor of Botany (a wide- 
ly known naturalist); Professor Y'oungman, 
who has the Greek department; aud Professors ' 
Raymond, Barrow, Moore, Owen, and others, 
are all exceedingly able men, peculiarly quali- 
fied to teach their several branches. 
Again, the 


courses of study are varied enough to suit any 
taste or ability. There are the Classical Course, 
the General Scientific Course, the Civil Engi- 
neering Course, the Course in Mining and Met- 
allurgy, the Course in Chemistry, the Law De- 
partment Course, and the Post Graduate 
Course. This college has also a Christian 
classical course, the first established in any col- 
lege in the world, we believe, aud whereby " the 
classical students may elect, each term, whether 
they will study Qreek and Latin (n the Chrisr 
tian or pagan writings." This alone is a mar- 
vellous advance on othei colleges, and deserves 
the warmest commendation from every reli- 
gious heart. Lastly, there are a grand coterie 
of buildings and equipments at Lafayette, 
quite as varied and extensive as anywhere 
else. Harvard and Yale were almost hoary 
with centuries before Lafayette was born, but 
the new child has as lusty a life and as goodly 
a habitation as these agerj grandfathers. In 
tact, as we intended to say at the start, this in- 
stitution is up to the shoulders of every older 
college in the land, and measures taller limn, 
the mast of tbom^=really taller. There is no 
department of learning which Lafayette cannot 
take hold of and teach, as at present circum- 
stanced ; and what better can be the position 
of a seat of learning?—Somerciile (N. J.) Ga- 
zette.

As 
lounriling babes are not generally the most cov- 
eted of possessions, there was no opposition to 
their wishes, and they curried the wee daugh- 
ter home and christened her Theodora.

MARRIAGES OP THIS RUSSIAN PEA.SANTRV. 


—In all respects the Russian peasantry are, as 
u class, extremely practical anil matter-of-fact 
in their conceptions and habits, and am not at 
all prone to indulge in sublime, ethereal senti- 
ments of any kind. They have little or noth- 
ing of what may be roughly termed the ller- 
mann-and-Dorotliea element, in their composi- 
tion, and consequently they know very little 
about those sentimental, romantic ideas which 
we habitually associate with the preliminary 
steps to matrimony. This fact is so patent to 
all who have studied the Russian peasantry, 
that even those who have endeavored to ideal- 
ize peasant life have rarely ventured to make 
their story turn on a sentimental love affair. 
These general lemarks I insert here parenthet- 
ically, in order that the reader may more clear- 
ly understand what I have to say regarding 
peasant marriages. In the primitive system of 
agriculture usually practiced 
in Kussia, the 


natural labor-unit—if it be allowed to use such 
a term—comprises a man, a woman, and a 
horse. As soon, therefore, as a boy becomes 
an able bodied laborer he ought to be provided 
with the two accessories necessary for the com- 
pletion of the labor-unit. To procure a hoise, 
either by purchase or by rearing a fold, is the 
duty of the head of the house ; to procure a 
wife for the youth is the duty of " the I'emaie 
Big One " (boishukha,) And the chief consid- 
eration in determining the choice is in bolh 
cases the same. 
Prudent domestic adminis- 


trators are not to he tempted by showy horses 
or beautiful brides ; what they seek is not 
beauty, hut physical strength and capacity for 
woik. When the youth roaches the age of 18 
he is informed that he ought to marry at once, 
and as soon as he gives his consent negotia- 
tions are opened with the parents of some eli- 
gible young person. In the larger villages the 
negotiations are sometimes facilitated by oer- 
tain old women called soalfhl, who occupy 
theuisel/es specially with this kind of media- 
tion ; but very often the aftair is arranged di- 
rectly by, or through the agency of, some com- 
mon friend of the two houses. 
Caie must of 


course be taken that there is no legal obstacle 
to the marriage, and ruese obstacles arc not 
always easily avoided in a small village, the In- 
habitants of which have been long in tue habit 
of intermarrying. According to Russian eccle- 
siastical law, not only is marriage between first 
cousins illegal, but aflinity is considered as 
equivalent to consanguinity—that is to say, a 
niother-in-law and a sister-in-law are regarded 
as a mother and a sister—and even the ficti- 
tious relationship created by standing together at 
the baptismal font as godfather and godmother 
is legally recognized. If all the preliminary 
negotiations are successful, the marriage takes 
place, and the hridogroom brings Ins bride 
home to the house of which he is a member. 
She brings nothing with her as a dowry except 
her trousseau, but she brings a pair of good 
strong arms, and thereby enriches her adopted 
family. Of course, it happens occasionally— 
for human nature is everywhere essentially the 
same—that a youna peasant falls in love with 
one of his former playmates, and brings his lit- 
tle romance to a happy conclusion at the altar; 
but such cases are very rare, and, as a rule, it 
may be said that the Carriages of the Russian 
peasantry are arranged under the 
influence 


of economic rather than sentimental considera- 
tions.—JFVajji $it,s#/a, by D. Mackenzie ITai- 
laca, M. A.

They remained 
until about quarter of nine o'clock, when sud- 
denly an explosion occuired setting fire to the 
room and contents, and burning Miss Hull so 
badly that she died in a few hours. 
Mrs. Shoe- 


maker survived until one o'clock Monday 
morning, when de,it!i ended her sufferings. 
Miss Hall was to have been married in a f'ow 
weeks. Tho accident is supposed to have heen 
caused by the ignition of the gas from the ben- 
«ino with a fire in the kitchen. 


—A man named Kobeit Williams died in 


Liverpool the other day from having had his 
blood transfused into another man who was ill. 
lie went on all well for a day or two afterward. 
tie then became ill, got gradually weaker, and 
died from erysipelas The deceased was a man 
of full habit, and was occasionally given to 
Irinl;ins. 
The surgeon who performed the 


operali«n, before doing so, made particular in- 
quiries from the deceased as to his habits, and 
state of health, and his answers were satisfac- 
tory. At the inquest medical evidence was to

efl'ect 
that

had been 


skilfully performed. Dr. III»glnson saiii bo 
!iad perfoimed Urn opeiation successfully in 
ifteen cases. The jury returned a verdict of 
'(lentil by misadventure," hut they were also 
of Ihe opinion that siiflicient inquiry was not 
made by the medical men who made the oper- 
ation as to the deceased's habits and physical 
condition, and thai he was not sufficiently cau- 
tioned us to the risk he was runnin".

of men were organized to liberate them, and 
tho ellort proved successful after Ihe poorcap- 
ives had passed 125 hours in thcirsnblerrancun 
n'ison. They were, however, iu a very ex- 
lausted condition. They had taken with them 
irovision for three days' consumption and three 
iters of wine. Theie, though partaken of with 
ho most extreme parsimony, were at last all 
exhausted; but they had the good fortune to 
discovcra spring of pure water. For two days 
heir light lasted ; afterward they were in total 
daiknoss. When the pangs of hunger became 
ntolerable they ate their tobacco and gnawed 
umpi of wood. They had made -jp their minds 
o die when they wera rescued; but subse- 
quently all did well. 


—Few peisons lave an idea of the magni- 


tude of the dairy interest of the country. The 
lumber of uiiich cows is reported at 10,000,000 
and the estimated product, exclusive of milk 
consumed, is 225,000,000, pounds of cheese and 
110,000,000 pounds of butter, valued together 
at $200,800,000. New York is credited with 
1,350,000 milch cows, tho other States having 
8,050,000. Calling the value of each animal iu 
New York $35,;the price of butter at twenty-five 
cents, and the checso at thirteen cents per pound, 
t appears that the cows are worth $74,250,000 
nd the product annually about 
$45,000,000. 


The average annual money value of the pro- 
lucts per cow, taking the States together, New 
York excluded, is S-1S 70, while in New York 
theaveiage annual product is $34, or$1530 
more than the like average in the other States 
of the Union.

?ope's jubilee in St. Louis was a procession 
through the streets, which included seventy or 
eighty societies, a military company from Peoria, 
forty bands of music, carrhiges containing priests 
and officials, and a nninbiroftlucorated wagons 
containing boys and girls.

THE MOTMT CABHEL TOKNAKO, 


CINCINNATI, June 5.—The Commercial has 


the following account of the disaster at Mount 
Carmel, Illinois ! 
_ " A terrible tornado passed over the town at 
8J o'clock last evening. It struck the town at 
the south end of Cherry street, and passed al- 
most due north, taking in about one square 
east and west, and destroying almost every- 
thing in its course. Twenty-two dead bodies 
have been found thus far, as follows: Geo. 
Walking, Win. Newkirk, Geo. Bryan, S. Good- 
rich, Fred. Goeke,J. Masterson's child, John 
Tennis, Mrs. Burton, John A Edgar, Chas. 
Norman, Benj. Ballard, Geo. Moore, Willie 
Waller, John Long, James Higbee, Mrs. Stock- 
myer, Jas. Reel, Mrs. Dolpb, Dyer Latlirapf 
D. Lebaner, and C. L. Poole. The damage 
to property is estimated at $300,000. The fire 
was finally subdued after-six hours hard work 
by the firemen. Many persons were wounded 
whose names cannot now be ascertained. 
The 


loss of life cannot now he estimated, as a num- 
ber of farmers were in from the county whose 
teams are scattered among the the debris. Phy- 
sicians were brought from Carmi and the ad- 
joining towns by special trains to assist In the 
care of the wounded." 


Mount Carmel is a thriving town of about 


3,000 inhabitants, on the Cairo and Vincennes 
Railroad. The most prominent buildings de- 
stroyed were the Court House, two newspaper 
offices, three churches, one of them the finest in 
Southern Illinois, and two school houses. About 
twenty business houses and nearly a hundred 
residences wore destroyed or damaged either 
by the storm or by lire. The loss is estimated 
at $300,000. . 


The same tornado damaged a number of 


buildings in other towns lying in its pathway. 


The Commercial's Mount Carmol special to- 


night says: " Two converging lines of devasta- 
tion prove that the tornado of yesterday par- 
took largely of the character of a cyclone. The 
first wreck was a frame farm house, which was 
blown out at the two sides, letting the roof 
down upon the foundation. Thence the wind 
swept over a small strip of timber, and was met 
by a counter current of wind from the west, 
which did no serious damage except to fences 
in its course. These currents met on Fourth 
street below Main street with a force which ia 
described to have resembled tho crash of tim- 
ber or the flapping of sails, and in the space of 
a few seconds the air was filled with tlie debris 
of a hundred dwellings, public buildings and 
business houses. Some of the wreck was car- 
ried a distance of a mile. 


" The principal force of tho cyclone was spent 


on the line of Fourth street, running northeast 
to the woods west of the river, were the wind 
was agnin raised from the earth. The amount 
of the devastation beyond Is not kn*wn, be- 
cause of the absorbing interest taken iu the 
disaster at this point. Half a square above 
Main street on Fourtli street, the furious eddy- 
ing of the storm carried the Methodist Church 
steeple iu the opposite direction, landing it 300 
feet away in front of a saloon. The bell was 
dropped in tlie middle of a street near by. 


" A little boy who was coming from school 


below Main street was lifted above tho houses, 
and lauded unhurt at Ids house half a mile 
south. 
He said he passed over the church 


steeple as it went the other way. 


" The fury of the storm was spent in the 


business portion of tlie town. In some cases 
buildings were only unroofed, but the demoli- 
tion of other houses wascomplete. The Presby- 
terian church is razed to the ground. 


" Tho loss on property by storm and fire is 


estiraatedat $.500,000, but interest therein is ab- 
sorbed in concern for the dead and missing." 


ST. LODIS, June 5.—A special to the Times 


from Mount Carmel, giving an account of the 
cyclone there yesterday afternoon says: " The 
direction of the storm was from southwest to 
a little north of east, and its line of destruction 
embraced all of Fourth stieet and a large part 
ofthe territory between Third and Fifth streets 
The duration of the wind did not exceed tv. u 
minutes, hut the rain continued some time. 
After the cyclone passed on tho \clocity of the 
wind was estimated at 150 miles pel1 hour. 
Dm ing its presence the air was filled with fly- 
ng roofs, windows, doors, lumber, rails, cloth- 
rig, &c. Much of the debris was carried more 
the.n a mile away. 
Thirteen persons 
were 


tilled outright, and many others will undoubt- 
edly (lie of their injuries. There are also sev- 
eral reported missing who are probably buried 
n the ruins. 


"U being a rainy day, many farmers who could 


not work at home were in town. The County 
Court wus in session also, which brought many 
people to the city. Men, women, and children 
were blown in many instances a distance of 
"our 
hundred .feet, as if they were feathers. 


The best pitrt of the town is destroyed. Some 
seventy families are houseless, and much dis- 
tress is feared. 
The search for bodies still con- 


tinues."

ART. 


-The report that the arms of the Venus of 


ililo have been discovered is confirmed by a 
etter received at the State department from 
Gen. Meredith Read, our Charge d'Affalres at 
Athens. He writes that they were found on 
he island of Milo, at a distance or less than 30 
eet from the place where the statue itself was 
found in 1820. Hesa.rs: "Tha arms are ex- 
quisitely modeled. One holds a kind of disk or 
shield. The workmanship and tho locality cora- 
>el even the skeptical to :ickuowlege the authen- 
ticity of these wonderful relics." Gen. Read 
adds: " It is not a little singular that tlie news 
of the death of the finder of the famous Venus 
Victrlx of Miln, now iu the Louvre, has just 
reached Greece, at the moment when the other 
)ortions of that great work of art are being 
jrought to light." 


The largest tunnel of America is to be con- 


structed in 
connection with the Baltimore 


water works now in progress. The water is to 
be brought from the Gunpowder river, a dis- 
tance of seven miles, the channel for which will 
be a tunnel, circular in shape, and twelve feet 
n diameter. Five miles of the distance are 
through solid rock, and the rest of the way will 
be bricked.

Public attention is now directed so largely 


and absorbingly to the -struggle between Russia 
and Turkey, and so few understand either the 
history of tlie two countries or the causes ofthe 
present war, that any light on the subject 
very welcome. James R. Osgood & Co., have 
brought out three small books covering just 
those points. 


' The Eastern. Question,'' by Mr. James M. 


Bugbee, gives precisely tlie infoimatlon every- 
body desires for a satisfactory undeistandin 
of the causes of the war. It is a compendious 
and very clear narrative ofthe previous relations 
between Russia and Turkey, and of the treaties 
and combinations employed to keep the peace 
between them; so that the reader has in a 
nutshell the facts necessary to a comprehension 
ofthe points at issue, and how they have been 
brought into issue. The present government 
of each country is described, with its resources 
and its capacity for war, and a summary is given 
ofthe treaties between these countries and the 
United States. 


" A Brief History of Turkey," translated 


from the German of Dr. Johannes Blochwitz, 
relates in a very clear and interesting nariative 
the growth ofthe Ottoman Empire from Us rise, 
through all the stages of development and de- 
cline, to the outbreak of the present war. The 
noteworthy deeds and character ofthe several 
Sultans are described. 
A Glossary explains the 


meaning of many Turkish words that are met 
with more or less frequently in all accounts of 
Eastern afthirs. 


1A Bri"f History Of Russia," by F. A. Shaw, 


presents those facts about the Russian people 
and empire, which everybody just now desires 
to know. The history of the successive rulers 
is succinctly related in connection with the ex- 
tension in territory, and tlie advance in civiliza- 
tion made by the empire. The most salient feat- 
ures of Russian history, and tho important so- 
cial and political changes that have occurred wit! 
in the present century, are described in a popu- 
lar style. 


These three little books answer many of the 


questions that arise every day in regard to the 
Russo-Turkisb war, and the excellent Maps 
with which they are furnished render them in 
telligible and very convenient for reference 
The books are only 50 cents in cloth, and 25 in 
paper; and can be bought of the Booksellers 
and Newsdealers.

City, Maryland, has lately wiittena treatise 
entitled, "American Partridge, and Pheasant 
Shooting," which contains a fund of valuable 
information. 
The work is profusely illus- 


trated, and describes the character and history 
of nil the species of Partridge, Quail and Grouse 
inhabiting North America, with practical rules 
and methods for hunting and shooting them. 
The chapters addressed to excitable and reck- 
less gunneis, are worthy of being committed 
to memory by every one who handles a gun. 
The following advice on this point is good:— 


" When out shooting never have the muzzle 


of the gun pointing towards the person you are 
with ; always remember to keep the muzzle 
pointing in a direction that, if the gun should 
accidently go ofl", the charge would be harm- 
leas. On entering a house with a loaded 


gun, if it is a breech loader, remove the charge. 
If a muzzle loader, always remove the caps 
and place a piece of cotton or tow over the nip- 
ples ; you can then let the hammer down and 
the gun will be safe. 
Never put caps on the 


tubes of a muzzle loader until you have finished 


more often to whom he stands as voluntary 
tutor. It springs, not from malice, but from 
vanity, and consists of intangible and petty 
things, which are too vague to be pointed out, 
and too insignificant to be resented. It either 
lays stern disapprobation upon the timid voice 
of the novice, or takes the other shape, and be- 
comes patronizing and repulsive.

CROPS is THE CODXTY —Iii a letter from 


this county to the Gcrmantown Telegraph, we 
(incl tbe following review of the crops: The 
general crops throughout the county of Bucks, 
so far as my imforuiation roaches, never prom- 
ised more flatteringly. We had the best of 
("eatberfor planting both the eaily and the late 
crops of potatoes— though the Utter is not all 
yet in the ground—for sowing oata, for getting 
ready the ground and planting corn, &c. 
The 


oats has come up very. even||' and has a good 
color. The early potatoes also look as well as 
they can; the bugs are not numerous enough 
to do much harm. 
The wheat, rye and grass 


promise well, and while we have had very seas- 
onable rains, you know the grass crop requires 
plenty of the fluid. I do not think the apple 
crop will be as large this year as last, judging 
from the blooms, but sometimes this is not a 
correct guide—that is to say, frequently mod- 
erate blossoms give better crops than immod- 
erate. All the small fruits will be abundant— 
the strawberry, in warm situations, is begin- 
ning to color, and the crop will ue large, as the 
vines passed through the winter better than for 
j-ears. The cherry is promising as abundantly 
as I ever saw them, for you know that a tree 
may be literally covered with blossoms and pro- 
duce no fruit. This is generally occasioned by 
heavy rains just at the period Vhen they are 
fertilizing. I have known il to he the same 
with grapes. Pears will be abundant also. My 
trees never contained so many, but in a little 
while I will go carefully over all the dwarfs an* 
standards too, that can be reached, and remove 
one-half of them; andiu about a month's time 
will goover them again, removing any super- 
fluity, being careful to pluck the misshapen 
ones, which are sure to be small and poor if 
allowed to remain.

TUB IMMENSITY OF SPACE—In a recent 


lecture delivered in Edinburgh, on ti.a"slais," 
1'rofessor('• ram gaven graphic idea of Ibe im- 
mensity ol' space. 
lie saiU a railway train 


travelling night and day at tlio rate of fifty miles 
na hour would reach the moon in six months, 
the sun in two hundred years, and Alpha Cnn- 
tauri, the nearest of the fixed stais, in forty- 
two millions of years. A hall from a gun, 
travelling at the rate of iiino bundled miles an 
hour, would reach Alpha Centauri in two mil- 
lion seven hundred thousand years ; whilo lisht, 
•.ravelling ut the rate of one hundred and eighty- 
five thousand miles in a second, would not 
reach it in less than three years. 


Light from some of the telescopic stars would 


lake Hve thousand seven hundred and sixty 
years to roach tho eartli; and from some of 
these clusters the distance is so great, that light 
would take half a million of years to pass to the 
earth; so tliat we saw objects not as they really 
are, but ns they were half-a-million of years 
a<-o. These stars might have become extinct 
thousands of years ago, and yet their light 
ini"ht preacnl itself to us. As to the magni- 
tude of tho sure, he noticed that Alpha Lyra 
was on* hundred billions of miles distant from 
eartli, and its magnitude and splendor were as 
twenty to one when compaied with our snn. 
Similfj investigations brought out the fact that 
our sun was neither vastly greatei nor vastly 
less than the great majority of the stars. 


A wriler in the Lancaster Farmer says that 


an experienced chicken grower has been very 
successful in conquering gapes in his young 
fowls by tlie application of air-slacked lime. 
As soon as u. manifestation of gapes appears, 
jie confines his chickens In a box, one at a time 
sufficiently large to contain the bird, and places 
a. coarse piece of cotton or linen cloth over the 
top. Upon the top of this lie places the pulver- 
ized lime, and taps the screen sufficiently to 
cause Ibe lime to fall through. This lime dust 
the fowl inhales, causing it to sneeze, and in a 
short time the cause of the gapes is thrown out 
in the form of masses of worms, which had ac- 
cumulated in I he windpipe and smaller air ves- 
sels. Tho cbieke.o should not be confined un- 
til they are suffocated.

dence Prua, the other day engaged to teach a 
voune college graduate the practical art ot lieal- 
in« the sick.
